“First  necessity  for  righteous 
living  is  to  gain  a testimony  of 
the  Gospel  and  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  our  Redeemer,”  advised  An- 
toine R.  Ivins,  First  Council  of 
Seventy,  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  Tues- 
day’s devotional  at  Smith  Field- 
house. 

Christ’s  Church  is  founded  on 
the  revealed  truth  that  Jesus  is 
the  Son  of  God,  continued  the 
Church  leader.
